1 . The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement.

2. Claims 1 -7 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims, 
setting forth an apparatus including a wheel and tire assembly having inboard and 
outboard wheel mounted on a single wheel hub about a common axis, a tire diameter 
adjustment means allowing adjustment of the tire's air pressure while the wheel 
assembly is rotating, an actuator associated with the tire diameter adjustment means, a 
computer in communication with one or more sensors for detecting a variety of 
conditions, wherein the wheel assembly has a plurality of tire configurations such that 
the inboard wheel only is in contact with the ground, the outboard wheel only is in 
contact with the ground, or both wheels are in contact with the ground; have been found 
to be allowable over the prior art.
